Joseph T. McNarney , com­ 
mander of the air material command 
at Wright field, headed Cincinnati's 
program He spoke at an Army day 
luncheon at Hotel Gibson. 
Beighiler Talks 
Major General Robert 8 . Beightler, 
Army personnel board president and 
former commanding general of the 
fifth service command a t Columbus, 
was to be Akron's main speaker. 
Major Oeneral Lewis B. Hershey , 
wartime draft director, was sched­ 
uled for Columbus, and Brigadier 
General James R. Weaver, a tank 
commander when 
the Japs took 
Bataan, was at Toledo. 
Athens, Chillicothe, Day ton, Find­ 
lay , Lima, Lorain, Mansfield, Ports­ 
mouth. Ravenna, Springfield, Steu­ 
benville, Youngstown and Zanes­ 
ville were among other cities with 
Army day programs. 
In a news conference here last 
night, General Hershey said be was 
no longer worried about the U. S.

"I thought 
it was very serious when we let 
selective service go last June.”

PITTSBURGH. April « - -Soft coal; 
pita lrs West Virginia and Pennsyl­ 
vania remained virtually deserted 
today as the pensions walkout of 
the United Mine Workers began Its 
fourth week, despite government in­ 
junction 
Among the silent mines were those 
of steel companies—including U. 8. 
Steel and Jones & Laughlin—which 
had kept blast furnace operations 
going at full capacity here on the 
chance the coal .stoppage might 
last only a tew weeks. 
An early survey today yielded no 
reports of any major UMW bitu­ 
minous mines operating in such big 
producing states a* Pennsylvania, 
West Virginia, and Kentucky. The 
union claims 400,000 members across 
the nation. 
Pits of the H. C. Frick Coke Co., 
U. s. Steel subsidiary In the Union- 
town Pa , coke area, were among 
those unworked. 
The miners’ apparent refusal to 
return to work came despite a gov­ 
ernment injunction ordering them 
to end the walkout. 
The Waterman mine of Rochester 
& Pittsburgh Coal Company opened 
for its regular midnight shift last 
night. Hot one of the 325 diggers 
showed up. 
One West Virginia miner, Murel 
Pritt, of Ward, said: 
*1 asked several of the fellows if 
they were going to work. They Just 
laughed." 
The coal diggers generally said 


they wanted some definite work re­ 
turn order from their Unit« ! Mine 
Workers chief, Lewis. 
UMW district leaders said senti­ 
ment of the miners was: ‘No pen­ 
sion—no work." 
Adolp Paciflco, president of UMW 
District 6 at Beilalre, O , said he 
was certain the state's 18,000 miners 
would stay home today. 
"The miners seem to have de­ 
cided they’re not going back to 
work until the pension dispute U 
settled/' he reported. 
William Vaughn. UMW district 
representative at Walsentourg, Colo., 
said miners in his district would 
return to the pita only when the 
pension fund issue is settled. 
UMW officials in top coal pro­ 
ducing states of West Virginia, 
Pennsylvania, Alabama and Ken­ 
tucky and Virginia also doubted 
that any soft coal would be mined 
today.

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Temperatures For 
March Near Normal 


The month of March provided 
almost normal temperatures 
al­ 
though the preceding two years set 
records during that month. L. H. 
Copeland, U. S. weather observer 
of Millport, reports. 
Average temperature during the 
month was 37.8 degrees, fairly close 
to the 57-year average of 39.7. The 
warmest March, 1946. averaged 48 
degrees, and the coldest. 1947, drop­ 
ped to 29 8. 
The highest thermometer reading 
last month was on the 21st when the 
mercury hit 76 degrees. It sank to 
nine below zero on March 12 for an 
all-time low in March. A below aero 
reading has been recorded only nine 
times in all 57 years. 
The total precipitation was 3 20 
inches, almost at the nofrn of 3.23. 
The wettest March on record was in 
1945 with 7.58 inches, the driest 
having occurred In 1910, when only 
.15 inches fell. Snowfall last month 


was only 15 inches. Normal is 4.7. 
Sunshine hit the average of 40 
per cent. 
March 
produced 
the 
usual variety 
of weather, with 11 
rainy days and two weeks of ab­ 
normal 
below-zero temperatures. 
There were nine clear days, 
six 
partly cloudy and 18 cloudy during: 
March. 
Copeland said the wheat prospects 
are ex cellent. 
However, 
frequent 
rains have prevented farmers from 
plowing. The season is about two 
weeks behind schedule. Pastures are 
short, with all livestock on dry feed 
"April should furnish good show­ 
ers and warmer weather." Copeland 


predicted 
The year is now short 
410 degree* in temperature and 
ahead 115 inches in precipitation, 
he added.
